Dr. Wengelewski called the Board of Health meeting to order at
7:04 p.m. on Monday, March 26, 2007 in the Health Wing of
Franklin City Hall, 9229 West Loomis Road, Franklin,
Wisconsin.

Present: Kris Barnekow, Marilyn Bolton, Robert Fedran,
Patricia Nissen, Ald. Steve Olson, Dr. John Palese, Henry
Wengelewski, and Director of Health and Human Services,
William Wucherer.

Excused: Renee Fuller

Absent: none

Robert Fedran made a motion to accept the BOH minutes and it
was seconded by Marilyn Bolton. Motion carried unanimously.

Steve Olson, as a Franklin citizen, complimented the immediate
attention to social work issues given to constituents in his
Aldermanic district, with a very helpful and professional
response, keeping the Alderman informed throughout.

Members of the BOH signed the 2007 FHD Vision/Mission
Statement.

A copy of the monthly SurvNet report was distributed for review.
The City of Franklin had several communicable disease and
STD cases as well as a high lead reading of an infant. The
FHD is following up with interviews with parents/grandparents
and other places the child may have been.

A copy of the City of Milwaukee Influenza Update was
distributed for review. The influenza rates were slightly over the
national average with rapid tests run by sentinel physicians.

A copy of the CDC Health Advisory and disease fact sheet were
distributed for review. There were 5 confirmed cases in
Wisconsin but none in Milwaukee County. It was determined
that it was contained in Peter Pan Peanut Butter. Jars with the
affected codes on them were pulled from the grocery store
shelves as well as any shelves in our local food pantries.
Franklin citizens who had suspect jars of the peanut butter were
instructed to either throw it out or return it to the manufacturer
since none of these families had any signs or symptoms of the
illness.

A copy of the plan was distributed for review. In 2007,
Wisconsin received a 50% cut in the CDC Federal Grant which
was used for trapping and treatment of mosquito larvae in catch
basins. The funds remaining are for community education.
The City of Franklin plans to continue education for the
community about WNV and mosquito protection on the City
website, in the City Newsletter, and on the Channel 25 local
public access TV channel with the funds from the grant. Larvae
testing must be done before being able to treat sewers for
mosquitoes before the FHD can get DNR approval for a permit.
Marshfield Clinic is no longer funded to test mosquitoes for
WNV. The FHD is investigating having testing done by Clarke
Mosquito Control Company. The motion to table the WNV 2007
Plan to the May BOH meeting was made by Ald. Olson and
seconded by Kris Barnekow. Motion was approved
unanimously.

Copies of the memo and vaccine fact sheet were distributed for
review. One 14 year old adolescent died in West Allis from a
vaccine preventable serogroup of the Meningitis in March, 2007.

Health care providers and local public health agencies monitor
for avian influenza in humans. Avian influenza has occurred in
12 countries throughout the world with a death rate of 60%, but
has not happened in the United States. If there were any
suspect cases with the applicable signs and symptoms, the
State has approved testing with appropriate contact family
follow-up, household isolation and quarantine procedures.

A copy of the State of WI Policy & Procedures and the Vaccine
Information Sheet was distributed for review and a motion to
approve its use as a vaccination available at the FHD. The
Federal Food and Drug Administration has approved that the
vaccine be available to girls, 9-26 years of age. The State of
Wisconsin Immunization Program approved vaccine use for
girls, 9-18 years of age, with the target population of 11-12 year
olds. A motion to have the City of Franklin Health Department
obtain and administer the Gardisil® vaccine (HPV) per State of
WI Immunization Program protocol was made by Patricia
Nissen and seconded by Marilyn Bolton. The motion was
approved unanimously.

The April BOH, due to conflicts in schedule, will be cancelled
with the next meeting date set for Monday, May 14, 2007.
